The death of Dr. Birch removes from our midst the greatest of Enzi: 
Egyptologists. His keen criticism of the vagaries of fellow Egyptologists eas 
often done good service in preventing Biblical students from being led away 
by Egyptian will o’ the wisps in the shape of so-called Biblical discoveries. He 
did even greater service to Biblical study by projecting the series of texts from 
the ancient monuments. Nor will his services as founder and President of the 
Biblical Archwological Society be forgotten, though the Society too often lays 
itself open to the criticism that the last thing with which it deals is Biblical 
Archwology. The growth of the Oriental Department of the British Museum has 


been largely fostered by Dr. Birch, and his death will be deplored by all inter- 
ested in the increase of our knowledge of the East. 


Notwithstanding the sneers of a journal which last week ventured to hint at 
another than the true motive for the equipment of a Jewish legion in Bulgaria 
for the defence of the fatherland, the incident to which we gave prominence a 
fortnight ago, is as honourable to the Jews as’ it was to Prince Alexander. 
But if the Jews of Bulgaria are not the first of their race to show patriotism and 
bravery in the hour of danger, so Prince Alexander is not the first member of 
his family to take a kindly interest in the Jews.” This fact is evidenced by a 
quaint occurrence, in which Louis I, great grandfather of the reigning Grand 
Duke of Hesse, prominently figured. The Jews in Darmstadt were in the habit 
of purchasing the best fish for the Sabbath on Friday morning, so that when 
other buyers came to the market later on in the day they found only fish of an 
inferior quality. The Municipal Council at length issued an order forbidding 
Jews to buy fish on Fridays before 10 a.m. They appealed against this order 
but without success, until they were emboldened to present a petition on the 
subjectto their Sovereign. The Grand Duke endorsed their petition with the 
laconic observation, “ whoever has money buys fish,” and forwarded the docu- 
went tothe Minister for the Interior, with instructions to remove the prohibition 
of which the Jews complained. | 


Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, it appears, is not the first Jew who has been 
admitted into the French Academy of Fine Arts. The late Achille Fould, the 
celebrated Finance Minister to Napoleon IIL, was elected a Free Member of the 
Academy in 1854. — The illustrious comporer Halévy also had a seat in the body 
asa Titular Member. The election of Baron de Rothschild taises the number 
of Jewish members of the Institute of France to eight, his coll agues being MM. 
Bréal, Joseph Derenbourg, Henri Weil, and Oppert, of the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Bi. lles Lettres < Adolphe Franck, whose election dates back to 
1844, of the Academy of Moral and Political Sciences, L ewy and Maurice Lévy, 
of the Academy of Sciences. The most famous section of the Institute. viz. the 
Academie Frangaise,is the only one which has not yet given a fauteuil to a 
Jew. 


The French traveller Dieulafay, who has visited Western Persia and thie former 
country of Babylonia, describes a religious sect, a species of Essenes, whom he 
met in Basra, and the neighbourhood. The sect calls itself “Sebastos.” [ts 
members honour John the Baptist as the Messiah, and regard the other Christian 
Apostles as being merely his subordinates. Churches and Altars they do not 
possess, but the baptismal bath flourishes among them. Celibacy is unknown to 
them ; they marry but one wife, and do not practice circumcision. Every week 
their priest consecrates unleayened bread, a portion of which is partaken of by 
every person after they have bathed. The wives of the priests dare not touch 
anything belonging to their husbands, who have to provide their own domestic 
requirements. They eat neither the flesh of oxen or sheep, but only that of 
Jambs, which are killed by the priests. The prescriptions as to the baths to be 
taken by women, both immediately before marriage and after childbed. are 
innumerable. The utmost care is taken to prevent any uncleanliness arising 
from coming into contact with a dead body, and when a death takes place, the 
corpse is buried even b.fore it is cold. During forty days friends assemble at 
te houses of mourners, where prayers are offered up for the repose of the dead, 
and partake of a special meal prepared by a priest. They are spoken of as 
hizhly honourable people, and as being clever workers in metals. The various 
characteristics of the Sebustos as here described, show a considerable degree of 
affinity between them and the Essenes of ancient Judea. 


Little bits of Jewish history strike the careful observer at most of the 
places on the Continent during his visits. Such a traveller has for some time 
been contributing to the Times sketches of the principal bathing-villages in 
Bohemia. Describing Teplitz, a spring known perhaps to the Romans, and 
certainly since 762, he says that asmall colony of Jews settled there 500 years 
ago. These Jews were the victims of many severe regulations till the time when 
theenlighte and toleriat Emperor Joseph IT. abolished the most tyrannical | 
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provisions and permitted the Jews to acquire the rights of citizenship with the 
absurd exception of their being contined to one quarter. In Carlsbad the regu- 
lations concerning the Jews were even more stringent, and there, as at Teplitz, 
they lasted till the revolution of 1848 swept away these bequests of a feudal 
past. A recent appeal published in our columns will have reminded the reader 
of still older Jewish baths at Tiberias in. the Iloly Land. At Teplitz the Jewish 
community has a bathing establishment of its own, other baths belong to the 
citizens of Teplitz, to the inhabitants of Schinan and to Prince Clary. There is 
also a Jewish hospital, which was erected by subscription in 1851.

ROUMANIAN JEWISH COLONY AT CYPRUS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,—In your isaue of December 25th you refer to the fact that a number of 
Roumanian Jews, flying from the tyranny of the Government of their native land, 
are forming agricultural settlements in Cyprus, aud with a laudable desire to pre- 
vent money being wasted in vain endeavours to develop ill-judged schemes, you 
refer to the ccllapse of the agricultural settlement of Russian Jews which was 
founded on the island by a non-Jewish London Society. 
In fairness to the Roumanian Jews, permit me to write a few words on this 
subject, and I think you will agree with me, after perusing them, that the reason 
adduced by you against the present movement are not pertinent. On April 30th 
1833, I was in Alexandria, returning from the Holy Land, and hearing from Baron 
Menasce that a number of Jews sent ont by the Syrian Colonisation Society had 
arrived in Alexandria, en route for Cyprus, I went to pay them a visit, and found 
these poor people in charge of a missionary, a s>called converted Jew. What a 
sight it was that met my eyes! At a long table a number of men were sitting, 
some of them old and decrepid, the younger ones mostly undersized and weakly, 
with narrow chests and stooping shoulders. A more unlikely looking lot, out of 
which to form agricultural colonists, it would be diffeult to find. I felt perfectly 
aghast at the want of practical wisdom that had been disp'ayed by those who were 
responsible for sending out these poor people, And now, Sir, it was because the 
material out of which the agricultural colony was formed was unsuitable, and not 
for reasons connected with the climate or so!l of Cyprus, that the cause of the col- 
lapse was due. It is easier to make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear, than to form 
agriculturista out of men who do not possess the. necessary stamina. The success 
or failure, humanly speaking. of these attempts to form agricultural colonies in 
Palestine, Cyprus, or elsewhere, is chiefly dependent on two things, viz., organisation 
and material, for if either one or the other be faulty failure is assured, 
What can bedone by Roumanian Jewish Colonists is exemplified in the Colony 
of Zimmarip, near Haifa, at which place I stayed on April 12th and 13th, 1883. 
There I found a very different stamp of men to the protegés of the Syrian Colonisa- 
tion Committee ; although they had been but a few months in the Holy Land, anda 
comparatively small proportion of them had been brought up to agriculture—-yet 
they had set manfully-to work ; their bronzed cheeks and horny hands, and the 
manly and independent bearing of the majority, had already obliterated all traces 
of their former degraded condition as a despised and out'awed people. Their state 
nevertheless, was critical in the extreme: their funds had been well nigh exf@nded 
in purchasing the really magnificent estate of which they were the owners, and- 
owing to the want of money and the difficulties thrown in the way by the Govern. 
ment. there seemed but little prospect of their being able to build homesteads for 
their families, who were perforce obliged to reside in miserable lodgings at Haifa, 
several miles off. But little they recked of their difficulties. Like true pioneers, 
they put their shoulders to the wheel and already their fields bore witness to their 
labours. Owing to the want of agricultural implements a large portion of their 
estate had not then been brought under cultivation, but not only had they per- 
formed marvels with the limited means they had to hand, but when ploughs were 
wanting, they had, in the case of one good sized field torn up the earth with their 
hands to make furrows, It did one good to see their devotion to their work and 
their passionate love of their ancestral soil. In addition to the disadvantages, already 
enumerated, they laboured under a defective organisation, Far more families than 
the soil could support were sent out to form the colony, and owing to the want of 
proper supervision, rival interests and jealousies threatened its prosperity, Soon 
after I left, their funds were exhansted, starvation and privations drove many 
away, and it became an instance of the survival of the fittest. It was then, that a 
noble spirited and wealthy French coreligionist stepped into the breach and took 
Zimmarin under his protection, By means of judiciously selected agents, he suc- 
ceeded in giving the colony a proper organisation and with the human material 
they found to hand, all difficulties gradually disippeared. When I last heard 
of this interesting community a few months ago, I learnt with pleasure that the 
homesteads were springing up on the estate, and the large extent of land which 
had been bronght under cultivation gave every promise of assured success, Had 
the Ruseo-Jewish Colony at Cyprus been equally favoured as regards organisation 
and material, it is more than probable that you would have now quoted it as an 
example, rather than asa warning, to intending colonists.

Dr. ASHER agreed with Dr. Neubaner’s remark that the two alphabets were 
employed concurrently. This theory was suppo:ted by several passag¢s in the Tal- 
mud, Thus,in Megi/lah occurs an assertion that the one alphabet was adoptel for 
sacred purposes, and the other retained for commercial documents. So. too. the final 
letters were said to have been introduced by the prey. who were earlier than Ezra. 
We read, further, of a discussion as to the miraculons retention of some letters in 
the tables of stone. The question lay between the 5p and y; now, the latter 
character had a ¢/ex:d form in the older alphabet, and thus the real dispute was as 
to the date of the introduction of the square alphabet, Dr, Asher suggested that 
the Arabian numerals were derived from the Hebrew letters writt-n in a cursive 
hand. 

The Rev. A. Lowy alluded to the Samaritans, who only 200 years ago still ser- 
vived near Gaza, and who read the Pentateuch at one sitting of nine hours’ duration. 
Phis MS. was probably not the one shown to ordinary visitors, though the Samari- 
tans professed that such was the case, Their Pentateuch is full of interpolations, 
and is evidently late. The Hebrew and Phoenician alphabets were coeval in many 
respects, and the Septuagint contains many renderings which show that the tran- 
slators must have had the Samariten text before them. The modern Hebrew 
characters were much modified from the original square alphabet, 

The Rev. 8S. SINGER was not convinced that writing had been proved to be a 
common acquirement in Bible times ; he rather thought that it was only the pos- 
sess100 of the privileged and professional classes. What evidence was there of 
Writing done by ordinary people! The very phrase =55 yi implies an illiterate 
class ; and so from the name Kirjath-Sepher it appeared a distinction to be known 
as a place of .books and learniog. The speaker thought that the antiquity of the 
equare letters was indicated by their names, The alphabet was a picture alphabet, 
and the names of the letters must have resembled the shapes of the objects uzed to 
name them. Some of the square letters retained this resemblance—a fact which 
pointed to their antiquity. For instance, the letter 5 is described in the Talmud 
as closed on all sides but the left. 

The Rev..J. PoLAck, B.A,, as the first President of the Socicty, expressed his satis- 
faction at its present success. He thought that no argument could be drawn from 
the names of the letters res:tn*ling the shaves of objects, as the names were per- 
haps much later. and were derived frow the letters. Secondly, i was obvious that 
fancies differed considerably as t» shapes. Dr. Neubauer had suggested that Sirach 
was excluded from the Canon because it was not written in Aramaic characters. 
Was there then such a standard of canonicity ’ He did not know on what ground 
the p’pyy were considered earlier than Ezra. He was aware that some identified 
the p*ayy with the Seers or Prophets, bat this was hardly probable, 

Dr, FRLEPLANDER concluded the discussion, and 

The Rey. Dr, HinnMaANN ADLER moved a vote of thanks to Dr. Neubauer for his 
very able and interesting Paper. Mle had just ec ompleted his great catalogue, and 
yet had during his very brie! interval of leisure thus devoted his time to the Society, 
About the final letters, Dr. Adler thought that while’ the initials belonged to the 
square alphabet, the finals were Samaritan in form, It was remarkable that there 
was no reference ip Genesis to writing, except perhaps on the signet-ring of Judah. 

The vote being carried by acclamation, Dr. NEUBAUER replied. 

On the motion of the Rev. J. A. GOULDSTEIN,a vote of thanks was passed to 
the Chairmap, and the meeting concluded.

Ovo CAsTLe Streer Scnoors.—On Wednesday evening, the 23rd ult, the 
Aunual Prize Distribution of the Old Castle Street Board Schcols was held :n the 
hall of the Jewish Working Men's Club, The Rev, kK. C. Billing, M.A,, Rector of 
Spitalfields, occupied the Chair. Among those on the platform, were the Rev. Dr. 
H. Adler, W. D. Jay, &. Singer, &, Levy, and A, Lowy ; Messrs. Catmur, Lewis 
Emanuel, John Harris, C.C.,C. Wollrauch,and Abraham Levy, (head master), A varied 
programme of voval and jnstrumental music was riven comprising amoog other 
interesting items, aGerman song by Fanny Chill, and violin solo by Miriam Barnett’ 
and H. Fenigstein. The Chairman said that the Old Castle Street, Schools being th» 
first erected by the School Board, were by no means the most coavenient, for the 
Board like many of the scholars had increased in wisdom since then and no better 
proof of that could be given than the improvement which had taken place in the ir 
school buildings. The work done in the school was nevertheless of the highest quality. 
In support of this assertion, Mr. Billing read some glowing extracts from the last 
report of Her Majesty's Inspector. ‘The highest mark * Excellent.” had again been 
gained in all three department: For this splendid result they had to thank the 
energetio head master and his stall, From coustant personal supervision of the 
achool he could confidently say thet all ea.ployed within its walls did their duty to 
the utmost of their ability. The Rev. W. D. Jay, M.A.. Member of the London School 
Board, spoke a few encouraging words to che children, The prizes, of which there was 
a very large number, were then distributed, The Rev, Dr. H. Adler, referring to the 
humerous foreign nawes amonyr the prize-takers, observed that during the past hive 
years, thousands of Jews had sought in this country a refuge from the persecution 
to which they had been subjected in the land of their birth, England had shown 
them a magnificent hospitality; not only did they find themselves on an equality 
with English citizens, but they were privileged, for they were allowed in the Board 
Schools to teach their own Jewish religion, This was a degree of freedom which 
Rome in her greatest days never reached, aud which Athens never equalled, 
(Cheers) He concluded by moving a vote of thanks to the Chairman. Mr. John 
Harris, C.C. seconded. He hoped that the baths edjoiping the school would soon be 
ready for use. When they were he would do his best to secure for the children cf 
Old Castle Street Schools the privilege of using them free. In that case he would 
offer a prize for the best swimmer among the boys. (Cheers) In replying the 
Chairman promised a swimming prize for the girls, Mr. Billing proposed a vote of 
thanks to the teaching staff which was eeconded by Rev. +, Singer, W ho spoke in 
high terms of the religious instruction given, The motion having been carried amid 
cheering, Mr. Levy briefly replied and read a list of the subseribers to the Prize 
Fund. A very successful meeting was brought t>a close with the singing of the 
National Anthem.

SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE, 

An adjourned meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue was held on Tuesday, at the Vestry Room of the Synagogue in Bevis Marks. 
Mr. A. Mocartra occupied the Chair. The meeting was summoned to nominate 
and to elect twelve Yehidim as Members of the Board of Guardans for one year, 
to elect an Honorary Auditor to the Board for the same period, and to confirm the 
following resolution passed at the meeting on the 23rd ult : “ That it is the desire of 
the Yehidim that the Board of Guardiws, whilst distributing money amongst the 
poor of the Congregation, shall endeavour to encourage them in their attendance at 
Synagogue and in their observance of our religious practices ; and that when 
any instances of habitual desecration of the Sabbath and Holidays shall come to the 
knowledge of the Board, they shallsuspend relief to the offending parties temporarily 
if they in their discretion deem it advisable to do so.” 

During the discussion which ensued on the question of the confirmation of the 
foregoing resolution, Mr, Joshua M. Levy, who had originally voted against it, 
moved as an amendment to omit all the words after * observance of our religious 
practices.’ Mr. Charles A. Mocatta (Ilonorary Secretary of the Board of Guar- 
dians) seconded the amendment. -. 

The Chairman, who had moved the original resolution, having concurred in the 
amendment, it wascarried unanimously. The four gentlemen who had withdrawn 
from the Board thereupon agreed to stand for re-election.

Sacha noble man as Bir Moses 
Montefiore was one of the princes of the earth.—Mr. Joseph Frederick Ehrenbacher, 
of Prinees Park. has distributed this week, with the aid of sixteen clergymen of all 
denominations, some lbs. of beef. owt, of coal, and pecks of pota- 
toes among the poor of Liverpool, (ne -eighth of this quantity was reserved, by 
Mr. Ehrenbacher’s direction, for his poor coreligionists, and was accordingly 
distributed to the deserving poor by the Revs. J. Polack and H. Burman, special 
arrangements being made to supply them with kosher meat. Mr. Ebrenbacher did 
a similer act of charity last year. In view of the distress so largely existing at 
present in this city, this gentleman's munificence is ail the more praiseworthy and 
welcome.

DELSSOHN, a century which has been the most important for the Jewish race 
since the last century of its independence. And if there is any one man to

question of the comparative influence of the individual and of the age may 


whom this importance can be attached it is Moses Mrxprussony, 


of course be raised, but if we are to name the current epoch of Jewish history 
after the name of an individual we should be obliced to name itthe Men lele- 
sohnian Era. The man whocould so stamp his personality on the character- 
istics of the age must have been of extraordinary influence, and his name 
deserves all the reverence which we can bestow upon it. Jews have ever 
heen realy to feel an | Oxprais geatitu le to thetrr trus benefactors, and next 
Monday will ace srdingly ared-letter day in every congregation thronghout 
Israel. 

Why has Moses Menpetssouy so earned the love and veneration of 
the whole Jewish race? was the pioneer of their regeneration. 
He was the first Jew who, since the disastroas exodus from Spain, emerged 
from the Ghetto and gave proof of his right to enter the charmed circle of 
culture and intelligence which forms the brain of civilisation. He showed 
in himself the right of Jews to receive emancipation, and thus prepared the 
way for it. It was thus asa social regenerator that Moses Menpetssous 
achieved his greatest and most undisputed triumphs. His influence on the 
internal reform of Judaism was scarcely less far-reaching, but had aspects 


which still form subject of discussion and dispnte among various sections of 
Judaism. 


The age in which Mexpecssons lived was ripe for the opening of the 
(thetto. The great English struggle for relig ous freedom and_ tolerance 
had found echoes in civilised Europe. The great forerunners of the Revo- 
lution, Rovsseav and Diveror had raised their powerful voices 
for the rights of conscience. Their biting wit and pellucid style broke down 
the specious pretexts with which the defenders of injustice upheld the claims 
of the Church to impose its will on all members of the nation.

But it is nowadays far more simple, more flex ible, 
more effective than it was in the days before Mgexpenssouy. In opposition 
to their Sovereign, who had the bad taste to write in French. Mexpetssoun 
and his friend wrote in German works which vied with the best French pro- 
ductions of the period in -neatness, and with contemporary English writings in 
COMMON sense, Nowadays his letters ni the seautiful. or even his once famous 
Phado, which was translated into all the lancnageés of Murope, may seem 
rather thin, But in their day they were a kind of revelation to Germans of 
the power of their own language. And this revelation came from a Jew! 
There was the wonder of the thing. Jews could not be the despicable 
beings that the nobles said they were—nobles were a power in those days— 
if they e vald produce a man capable of guiding German literature into new 
paths, 

Thus it was the character and acquirements of Moses Mex perssous 
that first opened the eyes of Germans to the claims. of Jews to the rights of 
CIty ens, The power of the individual to raise his COMMATINLLY lias never heen 
more strikingly shown. . He was a regenerator of German. literature, and 
yet he remained in all respects a Jew. Indeed, Mespetssoun was in many 
respects a typical Jew. His powers of intellect would be rare in any race. 
But his learning, his modesty, his sound sense and keen wit he shared with 
hundreds of Jewish scholars, who were content, like him, toearn their living 


in industrial’ or commercial pursuits, while adding to their stores of 


knowledge at every conceivable opportunity. character was 
essentially a Jewish one, and it was this fact that rendered lis 
personality of such wide-reaching impertance to Jews, If we must 


conclude our remarks with a moral, we would say the moral of that is, 
Jews do most good to their race by remaining themselves, by developing 
the Jewish qualities they have inherited from their forefathers or imbibed 
from their Jewish surroundings, and not by attempting to imitate the 


qnalities of others.

If this space of time was 
not sufficient to extinguish a lang tive, two generations are more than enough for 
the adoption of the writing of a country in which business was to be carried on, 
If the Aramaic language had partly modified the Hebrew of the exiles, it 1s certain 
that the Aramale writing. which was so similar to the Old Hebrew of the Siloam 
inscription, must have done so, When the Jews returned to Jeru alem, there was . 
correspondence with the Court of Artaxerxes, King of Persia; and the writing of 
the | ther wasip Aramaic characters, and interpreted in the Aramaic tongue, or in the 
Syrian tongue, which comes to the same thing. This is, however, no proof that the 
Jews had forgotten altogether their old writing, but from this passage it is evident 
that the official correspondence with the Persian Court was carried on in Aramaic, 
and in Aramaic characters ; aud many of those who returned from the exile must 
have known both, The Book of Law out of which Ezra read before the congrega- 
tion, and from which copies were made, might have teen written—first, in the old 
Hebrew letters, similar to those found on the Maccabean coins ; second, in Ara- 
maic characters which the exiles brought back with them from Babylonia . third, 
or in both forms of writing, for the benefit alike of the Babylonian Jews, a great 
pumber of whom settled in the country, as well of the Jews who had remained in 
Palestine, and could still read the old Hebrew script.

The Talmndic bh, however, I cannot always allow a historical 
valine declares that the clrnge of characters in writing the text of scriptare was 
made by Ezra. Aud we shall see that the Rabbis were partially right in their 
opinion, Philo also says that the Assyrian characters (the square characters are 
called in the Talmud the As+yrian form of writing) date from Moses. Origen and 
Jerome further mention that the new characters were introduced by Ezra, Finally, 
the Samaritan Chronicle of Abul Fatah (written in the eleventh century, A.D.) 
states that Ezra changed the [bri characters andintroduced 27 letters, which means 
that it attributes to Ezra the five final forms of the letters S: B.' 3, Bend &. The 
tradition is thus pretty general. that a pew form of writing was introduced after 
the exile for copying scripture, and the earlier traditiou attributed it to Ezra. Now, 
there is no reason why we should not agree with this tradition of the Rabbis and 
the early Christian Fathers. There is in fact nothing else. possible, but to admit 
that the Pentateuch, for this book was the first to be multiplied by copies, was 
s multanecously written in the old Ibri and in the Aramaic characters, before either 


f them was declared sacred]. Onee declared sacred, the Aramaic would not have 
hy accepted by the schools without prolonged discussion ; and there is no trace of 


such discussions in the early or later schools. To say that the oll Hebrew letters 
developed gradually into the Aramaic, a process which would have required years, 


if not centuries, implies an ignorance of the character of the Jews after the return 
ne vile.

We have a vague statement inthe Talmud which refers generally to tuat epoch. 
It is said : Three books—Pentateuchs--were found in the Temple, according to the 
majority of which their variations were settled. We leara from this how the men 
who fixed the text of Scripture must have gone to work. And the fact that the 
introduction of the new writing is not mentioned, indicates that it must have been 
almost universal at the time. The MSS. referred to in the passage have been 
destroyed (or have long sinc3 perished), and their places taken by nev ones, No 
doubt, indeed such was the case with all MSS. of later date, the new ones causing 
the older ones to disappear. The result of printing the Talmud is a striking illus- 
tration of this There is now only one complete MS. of it at Munich, and this of 
comparatively late date. Yet it is certain that at least each school belonging to 
various congregations had a MS. copy of the Talmui,

A LECTURE I. FRANCK. 

| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 

PARIS, 218T DEc., 188). 
des €tudes Juives summoned a 
meeting of its members in the Council Room at the Temple in the Rue de la Vic- 
toire, for the purpose of hearing, that is to say, of applauding, a lecture by M. 
Franck, Member of the Institute. The audience comprised our foremost sarants, our 
littératvurs, our religious authorities, and a large number of our charming lady co- 
religionists, who were desirous of hearing how a modern savant would speak of the 
sin committed by the mother of mankind some six thousand years ago. The subject 
selected by the illustrious scholar was in fact well calculated to stimulate the 
curiosity of the daughters of Eve, notwithstanding that it also had its dry side, Its 
title was : “On the Original Sin and the role of Woman in Genesis.” It was to 
have been foreseen that the orator would make some bold excursions beyond the 
domain he had chosen, andthe general expectation was not deceived. 

The speaker showed us in the first place that the original sin, invented by St’ 
Paul, and maintained by St, Augustin, had been combated by Celestias and Pelagius; 
and with as much eloquence as erudition, he recited from memory the thesis of 
Pelagius, the famous chapter of Ezekielon personal responsibility, the passage in 
Genesis relative to the creation of man and woman, the doctrine of Maimonides, 
who considered the history of the earthly paradise to be a metaphysical legend, and 
then, in terms the conciseness of which reminded one of the language of the 
Prophets, he pointed out that the Sin of woman was that of having initiated man 
into comprehension, intelligence, a life superior to that which he led, and he ex- 
claimed, may she be blessed for having committed this grave fault ! 

The orator continued by showing that in all ages and in every country woman had 
inspired all great things, had been honoured by chivalry in Europe, and had asserted 
herself in France under Louis \ ITI, and at the close of the last century. The exposition 
of this doctrine, more consoling than that of the original sin, was frequently inter- 
rupted by bursts of applause, especially when the learned lecturer traced with a 
masterly hand the role and mission of the modern women. 

During the evening, M. Theodore Reinach, as Seeretary of the Society, read 
an admirable summary on the scientific work on which it has been engaged in 
the year; he was followed by M. Derenbourg, Member of the Institute, who as 
President had occupied the Chair at this féte of intelligence and Judaism, and who 
cordially thanked the meeting for its sympathetic attention and frequent applause, 

In conclusion, let me‘offer a few remarks on the subject in no way cognate to 
the one which hae preceded it. In spite of the honourable position which Judaism 
occupies every cay with greater éc/af and authority, we are still unhappily, wit- 
nes‘es of numerous failings, due neither to misery nor to ignorance, but, [ do not 
know to what worldy calculations, to what personal interests. This week once more 
a lady, the descendant of a noble Jewish family, whose grandfather in his native 
country enjoyed the title of “ Just’ and who every morning, doubtless, put on 
Lephillin of inordinate size, entered with a wreath of immortelleson her head, one 
Of our most aristocratic churches, where her marriage with a Catholic was 
solemnised. 

When ehall we see the end of these 
Christian, despite the benediction of the Church ?

. gent towards such unions which are often the sources of disunion in families, it is 


time that we should act seriously against an evil constantly increasing and 
seriously threatening Judaism in ail classes of society. Let us hope that the ladies 
in our great Jewish families, who are teuly attached to the interests of Judaism 
will unitein their efforts to prevent in the future these scandalous desertions which 


are a disgrace to modern Judaism.
